It takes a long time to change street names in any 
community after they are once established. 

For many years many people have recognized the need 
for a better street naming system in Upland as well as On- 
tario. From time to time efforts have been made to adopt 
a new system here but no special progress has been noted, 
other than more people are beginning to think about the 
present situation and recognize that something should be 
done. about it.

At least we can look forward to a change and in due 
time we will have a logical and systematic pattern for the 
names of our streets and avenues. This cannot come about 
immediately, however, but it's coming . . . we hope.

The summer of 1948 is recording 
a mounting crisis, within our 
country and in Europe. Day by day 
our authorities hold forth a picture 
of European récovery. The picture 
is not justified. 





The Republican bolt on thé 
European récovery plan is ser- 
ious. It seems cerfaifi that we 
shall have @ Republican govern- 
ment, but if that government and 
its President até domiriated by thé 
mentality of speaker Martin and 
Congressman ‘Taber, we may as 
well fold up the idea of American 
leadership . ; : 

We wish we could récord leader- 
ship emerging in western Europe 
itself, but the fruits of the Lon- 
don six-poewer conference on wes- 
tern Germany are profoundly dis- 
appointing. Where courage, large- 
ness and décisiveness are needed, 
the agrecment reached is incon- 
clusive and petty. It will solve 
neither the German’ political or 
economical probleni. It gives the 
western-minded Gérman forces 
little with which to influence the 
German people. 

Due to the opposition of the 
French even the western zones 
wilt not be economically united, 
“antil furthe® progress has beén 
made in establishing the necessary 
German institutions common to the 
entire area.” In return for & gov-
